affair was now “sub judice” and 
shenld not be discussed at all at the 
present time. 

The formation of the. proviuce of 
Alberta ,and how it came to include 
the district of Athabasca was the sub- 
Ject of a brief historical sketch by Mr. 
Cornwall, He then went on to de- 
scribe how he had succeeded in get- 
ting a Dominicm charter for a railway 
from Edmonton to Fort McMurray 
ond later had endeavored to interest 
the government of Alberta in the pro- 
Ject..

When a maa begins to prosper and accumulate a little money 
. beyond the requirements of his business, the serious question arises 
as to what sort of investment he should select for its use. The 
investor is alWays besought with numerous and inviting opportunities 
of greatly varying degrees of merit. Among fhese might be mentioned 
mortgagé loans, honds and’ similar securities, real estate and shares 
in industrial enterprises. Viewed from either the standpoint of safety 
or profit, the last has always suffered by comparison, and the man 
who has ventured to invest in the stock of industrial concerns has 
gencrally come off with his experience for his reward.

W. T. White, or (Deacon), as he ts 
more populerly known, has been mix- 
ed. up in athletics for over fifteen 
years. His first experience with base- 
ball was with the University of Ey- 
anston, Illinois, where he played 
shortstop on the college team for the 
four years of his attendance there. 
He graduated in 1900, and became an 
instructor and athletjc coach in 8&t. 
Albans Military Academy at Knox- 
ville, wherg he remained for two years. 
The baseball team from the Academy 
that he turned out, not only defeated 
every academic and collegiate team 
in the State, but humbled many of the 
universities In that district, including 
Deacon's own alma mater. 

During the later’part of 1902 he 
played professional ball with Akbert 
Lea, Iowa, a little town of 1200 peo- 
ple, and won the State championship. 
Following that, in the same year he 
played with Crookstore and Fargo in 
the Northern league. 

During the year 1904 he managed an 
independent team at Lisbon, North 
Dakota, winning the championship of 
the Northwest in that class of ball. 
The same year he went west to Glen- 
dine, Montana, and turned out a pro- 
fessional team that had everything in 
the State beaten to a frazzie. 

In 1905 he managed the Superior, 
Wisconsin, team in the Northern lea- 
gue, and at the close of the season 
took the Fargo team in the same lea- 
gue, on @ trip to the Pacific coast. He 
failed to return with the bunch, and 
in 1906 played shortetop for Spokane, 
until crippled with a charley forse. 
went to 
Anacortes, Washington, and brought 
that team to. Calgary and Edmonton 
in August of the same year. He fell 
off st Edmonton, deciding that he had 
at last ‘found the chosen land. 

He had not been here long before 
starting something. The idea of the 
league originated 
with Kim, and was taken up by Alf. 
Fidler, Bruce Robinson, and Mr. Kir- 
by, of Calgary, who, with himself, car- 
ried it to.a realty.

“While 1 am in Stockholm,” said he | 
yesterday, “I shall make a detepmined 
effort to have Vancouver chosen as the 
scene of the next Olympic games, The 
older nations of the world have had 
their fling at the games, and I 
no reason why one of the younger and 
more virile countries should not have 
the. opportunity of entertaining the 
world in 1916. I have been compiling | 
statistics of qmateur sport in Canada 
for a long time part, and go with a 
complete compendium of information , 
fo present to the committee’ in that 
regard. “When the new stadium shall 
be built here, it will be one of the 
most complete in the world, and it will 
be @ great argument in favor of Van- 
couver as the scenes of the games in 
1916.
